George D. Squires 


(Motor Carrier) 

With the death of George D. Squires. mem- 
ber of the State Railroad Commission. there 
passes one of the older generation of Cali- 
fornia’s leading political figures. 

His appointment to the Railroad Commis- 
sion by Governor Richardson in 1925 elimaxed 
a long career in which he had been closely 
identified with public affairs in California. 
And during his short incumbency in that im- 
portant office he displayed a keenness of un- 
derstanding and a sense of fairness in dealing 
with the controversial>problems brought be- 
fore him that won the approval of petitioners 
before the Commission whether they gained or 
lost by his decisions. 

Squires began his career in this state in 
1873 as a newspaper, man. He attained pres- 
tige as a political writer and later was ad- 
mitted to the bar, thereafter becoming one 
of the attorneys for the Southern. Pacific 
railroad. 

He managed Governor Richardson’s cam- 
paign in 1922 and following Richardson’s 
election was made State Insurance Com- 
missioner. 

Squires was 71 years of age at the time of 
his death. He is survived by a widow and 
six children. To them and to his numerous 
close friends and associates the Motor Car-

Another History Mine

Treasure hunting continues in the oldest 
countries in the world. Archeologists are the 
miners. The latest big strike, like the last one, 
is in Egypt. The supposed tomb of Senefru 
may rival that of the famous Tut-Ankh-Amen 
in the wealth of its treasures, and surpass it 
in historical value. 

This tomb is more than 2000 years older 
than Tut’s. Senefru was a pyramid builder, 
yet his tomb was hewn from the living rock, 
100 feet underground. The manner of dis- 
covery itself makes a romantic tale. 

The only view so far obtained of the burial 
chamber and its treasures has been through 
a’ peep-hole at the top of a deep tunnel, by 
means of sunlight flashed to the bottom by 


mirrors. Those reflected sunbeams, piercing 
a darkness unrelieved for nearly 6000 years, 
showed an alabaster sarcophagus, surmounted 
by a great gold and ivory canopy, and the 
floor of the chamber strewn with rich bowls,- 
basins, vases and fragments of furniture, and 
everywhere the glint of gold. 

To reach that tunnel, the excavators had 
to cut through many yards of hewn masonry 
fitted so exactly that the seams were almost 
invisible, and the cement binder was only 
1-10,000 of an inch thick. There were masons 
in those days! Not to mention architects 
and jewelers and cabinet makers and other 
skilled workmen proving a remarkable state 
of civilization. 

And all that only a few years after the tra- 
ditional date of Adam’s departure from the 
Garden of Eden. If the men who compiled 
our Biblical chronology were right in their 
figuring and their literal interpretation of 
Genesis, Adam’s family must have made amaz- 
ing progress in the arts, and multiplied with 
amazing rapidity.

EXHIBITORS SHOW 
THEIRGONFIDENCE 


As evidence of the confidence 
which exhibitors have in the Na- 
tional Orange Show, thousands of 
dollars worth of gold and silver 
will be on exhibition during the 
exposition which opens Thursday. 
The most valuable single article is 
a sterling silver cup, weighing 850 
pounds and standing eight feet 
high, which is the trophy for which 
internationally prominent racers 
compete in the annual Indianapolis 
speedway event. 

In addition to this trophy, sev- 
eral gold bricks, not of the sucker 
variety, will be included in the 
San Bernardino County mineral ex- 
hibit which is being arranged by 
P. J. Osdick. These bricks, of 
solid gold, are valued at from $500 
to $5,000 each, according to their 
sizes. They are composed of mol- 
ten gold dust gathered by San 
Bernardino county prospectors. 

The Indianapolis trophy, which 
is valued at more than $20,000 and 
is insured at that amount, has 
been won twice by Tommy Milton. 
If Milton wips it once more, it will 
become his permanent possession. 
On the face of the mammoth cup 
are the names of the world’s lead- 
ing racing drivers, winners of 
races on the Indianapolis track for 
a numver of years. 

The cup is in” four sections, 
which when put together form a 
beautifully engraved trophy. It 
was fashioned by Tiffany & Co., in 
New York City, and’ forms a part 
of the Richfield Oil Company's dis- 
play in the industrial department. 

“The fact that we are able to 
show these valuables is a tribute 
to the substantiality of the Na- 
tional Orange Show,” according to 
Manager R. H. Mack. “We are 
providing police protection for the 
exhibitors and at night the articles 
will be secured in the large vault 
at the Orange Show building.
